Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach in combination as claimed an apparatus and method 
for qualifying gemstones by their conductivity in the electrical stray field of a capacitor 
including comparing the measured capacitance to a reference capacitance of this 
capacitor when a reference material is placed in the electrical stray field. The reference 
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material having a dielectric constant which is smaller than 15 and larger than that of the 
gemstone to be quaUfied. Qualifying the gemstone as a gemstone with electrical 
conductivity when the capacitance of the capacitor, measured when the part of the 
gemstone is in the stray electric field, is larger than the reference capacitance.
